CENTRAL MIDWIVES BOARD. 
A SPECIAL meeting of the Central Midwives Board, under 
the provisions of the rules of procedure on the proposed 
removal of a name from the Roll of Midwives, was held on 
January 30th at 6, Suffolk Street, Pall Mall, with Dr. F. H. 
CHAMPNEYs in the ehair. 


MiIpwIveEs Struck OFF THE ROLL. 
The following charges alleged against a certified mid- 
wife, Eliza Pugh, were heard : 


That being in attendance on the confinement of a woman on 
October 12th, 1905, she was guilty of negligence and miscon- 
duct in the following respects: The perineum being ruptured 
she did not decline to attend alone, or advise that a registered 
medical practitioner should be sent for, as required by 
Rule E17. Onthe occurrence of a rigor on October 16th she 
did not decline to attend alone, or advise that a registered 
medical practitioner should be sent for, as required by 
Rule E17. On the arrival of Dr. T. H. Scott on October 17th 
she stated, in reply to a question by him, that the patient was 
not torn or injured, well knowing that the perineum was 
ruptured, and that an attempt had been made by an unquali- 
fied person tostitech it up. That she was habitually uncleanly in 
person, and did not obey the requirements of Rule E1. That 
when called toa confinement she did not take with her the 
appliances required by Rule E 2. 


The Board directed that the name of Eliza Pugh be 
removed from the Roll. 

The hearing of the following charges alleged against a 
certified midwife, Jane Tween, was then proceeded with : 


That being in attendance on the confinement of a woman 
on September 17th, 1905, and subsequent days, she was guilty 
of negligence and misconduct in the following respects : The 

lacenta not having been expelled within an hour after the 

irth she did not decline to attend alone or advise that a 
registered medical practitioner should be sent for, as required 
by Rule E 17; both mother and child being ill, she did not 
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decline to attend alone or advise that a registered medical 
ractitioner should be sent for as required by Rule E 17; on 
he arrival of Dr. F. Pershouse on September 22nd she did 
not faithfully carry out his instructions as required by Rule F 6, 
but declined to attend the patient, or to administer a vaginal 
douche as ordered by him ; being ordered by Dr. F. Pershouse 
to administer vaginal douches on September 23rd and 24th, 
she purported to comply with these orders by injecting the 
lotion per rectum; she did not give directions for securing 
the comfort and proper dieting of the child, as required by 
Rule E11, but fed it on oatmeal and gin, thereby conducing 
to its death on September 24th; that she was habitually 
uncleanly in person, and did not wear a dress of washable 
material as required by Rule E.1; that when called to a con- 
finement she did not take with her the appliances and anti- 
septics required by Rule E 2; that she did not keep a register of 
cases as required by Rule K 19. 


The Board directed that the name of Jane Tween be 
removed from the Roll. 

The following charges alleged against a certified 
midwife, Elizabeth Jacklin, were then heard : 


That she was a person of intemperate habits, and in par- 
ticular she was intoxicated at 5 p.m. on August 2nd, 1905, in 
her own house. That she was under the influence of drink on 
June 23rd, 1905, at the office of the Medical Officer of Health. 
That she was habitually uncleanly in person, and did not wear 
adress of washable material as required by Rule E1. That 
when called to a confinement she did not take with her the 
appliances required by Rule EK 2. That she did not keep a 
register of cases as required by Rule E 19. 


The Board directed that the name of Elizabeth Jaeklin 
he removed from the Roll. 

The charges alleged against a certified midwife, Esther 
Smith, were then heard: 


That she was habitually uncleanly in person, and did not 
wear a dress of washable material as required by Rule F 1. 
That when called to a confinement she did not take with her 
the appliances or antiseptics required by Rule KE 2. That 
she did not disinfect her hauds and forearms previous to 
touching the genital organs or their neighbourhood, as _re- 
quired by Rule E 3. That she did not before making the first 
internal examination wash the patient’s external parts with 
soap and water and then swab them with an antiseptic solu- 
tion as required by Rule E 7. That she did not keep a register 
of cases as required by Rule E 19. 


The Board directed that the name of Esther Smith be 
removed from the Roll. 

The following charges alleged a certified midwife, Mary 
Ann George, were then heard : 


That on January 27th, 1905, she was charged with felony at 
the City of Worcester Police Court, and, having pleaded guilty, 
was convicted thereof. That on October 27th, 1905, she was 
charged at the City of Worcester Police Court with having 
failed to notify the fact of her intention to practise to the 
Local Supervising Authority, in accordance with Section 10 of 
the Midwives Act, 1902, and, being convicted thereof, was 
fined £1. That when called to a confinement she did not take 
with her the appliances or antisepties required by Rule E 2. 
Ls -— did not keep a register of cases as required by 

ule 


The Board directed that the name of Mary Ann George 
be removed from the Roll and also gave instructions that 
the papers in this case be sent to the Public Prosecutor 
for his consideration of the facts concerning the signing of 
a certificate of good character of this midwife by a 
clergyman. 

A MIDWIFE 
_ The following charges alleged against a certified midwife, 
Sarah Howe, were heard: 

That she was uncleanly in person and did not wear a dress of 
washable material, as required by Rule K.1. That when called 
to a confinement she did not take with her the appliances or 
antiseptics required by Rule E. 2. That she did not keep a 
register of cases as required by Rule E. 19. 

The Board decided in this case that Sarah Howe was to 
be severely censured and cautioned as to her future 
conduct. 


MIDWIVES AND MEDICAL PRACTITIONERS. 


WE learn from the Islington Gazette that at a meeting of 
the London County Council on January 30th a recommen- 
dation of the Parliamentary Committee was submitted that 
the necessary measures be taken for promoting legislation 
mm the next session of Parliament to provide that the 
Council shall be authorized to pay the fee of a medical 
practitioner, called at the instance of a midwife, toa case of 


emergency as defined in the rules made by the Central Mid 
wives Board under the provisions of the Midwives Act, 1902, 
such payment to be made only when the patient is unable to 
pay such fee ; as well as to enable the Council to recover from 
the patient, or from any person liable by law to maintain 
her, the amount of such fee, or any portion thereof, should 
it be discovered after payment had been made that the 
patient, or any person liable by law to maintain her, was 
in a position to pay the whole or a portion of such tee; 
that the costs and expenses of promoting the legislation 
referred to in the foregoing recommendation be defrayed 
out of the County Fund. 

Dr. BENTON strongly supported the recommendation of 
the Committee. 

Sir Wittiam M.P., and Dr. FArwoop urged 
that the payments of fees should be confined to eases of 
“operative interference.” The former asserted that the 
Midwives Act, 1902, required stringent revision. 

Dr. Coovrer, M.P., said that all that was proposed wa- 
to spend £500 a year on cases of poor women in a 


dangerous and ditticult condition who could not in their 


extremity fly to a hospital or a workhouse, He could 
not understand members who had voted for losing £50,000 
a year on steamboats and £25,000 on the Woolwich Tunnel 
choking at such a trifling sum as £500. 

Mr. G. H. Raprorp, M.P., observed that since the 
Council, by the ruling of the Chairman, must either adopt 
or reject the action proposed by the Parliamentary Com- 
mittee, the best course would be to vote against if. The 
whole difficulty had arisen out of certain regulations made 
by the Midwives Board. It was a most extraordinary pre- 
position to ask for legislation for the removal of a difficulty 
or a giievance which could be done by the Board itself by 
the alteration or amendment of -rules from time to time. 
The rule now in question proposed that a midwife in 
attendance on a case that might develop into an emergency 
was to leave the house to call in a doctor. 

Sir W. Contins: No; advise that a doctor should be 
called in. 

Mr. Raprorp said that, at anv rate, the position was a 
terrible one. The midwife left the patient, a doctor could 
not be persuaded to attend, and the patient died. The 


rule as it stood was inhuman, and ought never to bave 


been passed. 
In the result, the motion was declared * not carried,” for 


the reason that its supporters did not reach the number 


required by the Standing Orders. 


CARE OF THE FEEBLE-MINDED. 


Tut Royal Commission on the Care and Control of the 
Feeble-minded met on February 2nd, when further 
evidence was taken. 


Mr. E. B. WuitcoMBE, Medical of the 
Birmingham City Asylum, suggested that feeble-minded or 
defectives should be dealt with in separate institutions, on the 
cottage principle. Those who were capable of ordinary educa 
tion might be taught to read and write, but the whole should 
be trained to some light, useful employment, making such 
institutions as far as possible self-supporting. Different trade~ 
should be taught, such as basketmaking, shoemaking, tailor- 
ing, carpentering, matmaking, and —brushmaking. The 
arrangements should be made by the existing lunacy 
authority. 


Dr. W. A. Ports, Lecturer on Pharmacology at the Birming-- 


ham University, said that at present the feeble-minded were 
ignored till a catastrophe occurred ; then they were usually 
accommodated temporarily in an institution intended for those 
of average intelligence. Such care did little good to them, 
while they were a disturbing element to the ordinary inmates. 
There was urgent necessity for the segregation of the feeble. 
minded of both sexes. No other remedy would be effec- 
tive except sterilization or a lethal chamber, neither of 
which was justified. A central authority must be insti- 
stuted to supervise the care of the mentally defective. He 
would recommend a Board of four or six members. Under 
these there should be local inspectors, who should visit the 
schools, prisons, common lodging-houses, and charitable insti- 
tutions. But measures must be taken to check alcoholism, 
tuberculous disease, and other social evils. Otherwise the 
feeble-minded would continue to increase in spite of 
segregation. 
Canuciiie SaYER, Chairman of the Joint Committee of the 
combined unions of Birmingham, Aston, and King’s Norton, 
said the Committee came to the unanimous conclusion that 
in providing accommodation other than at the workhouse 
for epileptics and feeble-minded persons the cottage home- 
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system was the right one to adopt. It was agreed to commence 
with 210 cases, keeping steadily in view the probabilities of 
that number being considerably increased. ‘The plans pro- 
vided for three houses for men and three for women, each 
house to accommodate 36 patients; for the provision of a 
laundry, and adapting some of the farm buildings as work- 
shops for the men. The houses for men would be arranged 
in one group, and those for women in another group, and 
there were sites in each group for four more houses, 
thus giving a total accommodation for approximately 
500 patients, but if necessary that number could be ex- 
ceeded. Some of the men would be employed on the land, 
and others in workshops; the women would be engaged in 
laundry work, gardening, and possibly in fruit growing. The 
Committee were of opinion that power should be given the 
en, on the application of Boards of Guardians, to 
make an order for the detention of feeble-minded persons for a 
fixed period of, say, twelve months, such order to be renewable, 
and they were also of opinion that a weekly grant of 4s. should 
be paid from Imperial sources in respect of each case main- 
tained in an institution provided to the satisfaction of the 
central authority. 

Mr. R J. Curtis, Clerk to the King’s Norton Board of 
Guardians, and also to the Birmingham, Aston, and King’s 
Norton Joint Poor-law E-tablishment Committee, said those 
engaged in the administration of Poor-law relief were almost 
unanimous in the opinion that separate institutions in which 
proper and adequate classification and care and _treat- 
ment could be secured were very desirable in order that 
the epileptic in his sane intervals might not be associated 
with imbeciles, that the feeble-minded might not be put 
in depressing contact with severer forms of disease, 
and that both might have such instruction and atten- 
tion as might be best calculated to improve, if improvement 
was possible and, if not, to render their lives as comfortable 
and as useful as possible. He explained the measures taken 
by the Birmingham, Aston, and King’s Norton Boards of 
Guardians which led to the adoption of a scheme whereby the 
three Boards combined for the purpose of the provision and 
maintenance of homes for the reception and treatment of 
sane epileptics and feeble-minded persons. The Local Govern- 
ment Board approved of the scheme, and constituted a joint 
Committee of the combined unions to undertake the manage- 
ment of a workhouse for the reception of epileptics and 
feeble-minded persons who were chargeable to the unions. 
Admission to the colony was to be obtained upon the report of 
any medical officer, so that suitable cases could be received 
direct without entering the workhouse. All institutions, 
whether voluntary or rate-provided, dealing with mentally- 
defective persons, should be registered and placed under inspec- 
tion by medical men from a central department. Mentally- 
defective children (except those certified under the Idiots or 
Lunacy Acts) should be under the care and control of educa- 
tion authorities until 16 years of age, and be dealt with either 
in special day schools or in boarding schools, according to the 
requirements of the cases. Those who needed institutional 
care after 16 years of age should be detained under medical 
advice. If their parents could pay the full cost of mainten- 
ance, such patients should be classed as private cases and 
sent to some registered institution. The rest should be dealt 
with by the Board of Guardians. 

_Mrs. HUME PINSENT, a member of the Birmingham Educa- 
tion Committee, Chairman of the Special Schools Subcom- 
mittee, and late Chairman of the After-care Committee, said 


many defective children were still in elementary schools. Re- 
ated inspections of the schools demonstrated the necessity 
or the appointment of a permanent offizial. Dr. Caroline 


O’Connor had been appointed in Birmingham, and her work 
showed that there were over 600 mentally-deficient children 
needing education in a special school. But education authori- 
ties seemed slow to take up domestic and manual work, as it was 
more expensive than the ordinary curriculum, and far harder to 
organize. Little could be expected from special school education 
until every feeble-minded child over 12, and, in’ many cases, 
before that age, spent at least half its time working in a 
laundry, kitchen, garden, or workshop properly equipped and 
staffed. Mrs, Pinsent also referred to the urgent necessity for 
the immediate provision of industrial colonies, which had been 
continually emphasized by cases in which admission to any 
existing institution was impossible. Leaving such cases under 
such supervision as could be exercised in a working man’s 
home was a grave danger to the child, to the family, and to 
society in general.

THE Registrar-General has just issued his return relating to the 
births and deaths in the fourth — of last year, and to the 
marriages during the three months ending September last. The 
marriage-rate during that period was equal to 16.9 per 1,000 of 
the population, and was slightly below the average rate in the 
corresponding quarters of the ten years. 

The births registered in England and Wales the quarter 
ending December la;st numbered 219,385, and were equal to an annual 
rate of 25.5 per 1.000 of the population, estimated by the Registrar- 
General at 34,152,977 persous in the middle of last year. In the fourth 
quarters of the ten preceding years the birth-rate averaged 28.0 per 

.000; the rate during the quarter under notice was lower than 
that recorded in the corresponding quarter of any preceding year. 
Che birth-rates last quarter ranged in the several counties from 
19.6 in Sussex, 20.1 in Carnarvonshire, 20.7 in Cornwall, 21.0 in 
Northamptonshire. 21.6 in Oxfordshire, and 21.7 in Bedfordshire, 
to 28.2 in Carmarthenshire, 28.6 in Staffordshire, 30.0 in Northumber- 
land, 31.6 in Durham and in Glamorganshire, and 32.2 in Monmouth- 
shire, In seventy-six of the largest English towus, including London, 
the birth-rate last quarter averaged 26.6 per 1,000 ; in Londou the rate 
was 26.1 per 1,000. while it averaged 26 8 in the seventy-five other large 
tows, and ranged from 14.7 in Bournemouth. 15.7 in Hastings, 16.8 in 
Halitax, and 17.7 in Hornsey, to 32.2 in Gateshead, 32.7 in Sunderland, 
34.1 in St. Helens, 34.3 in Rhondda, and 35.5 in Merthyr Tydfil. 

The births registered in England and Wales during the three 
mouths under notice exceeded the deaths by 91,639: this represents 
the natural increase of the population during that period. From 
returns issued by the Board of Trade it appears that 86,642 emigrants 
embarked during last quarter for places outside Europe, from the 
various — of the United Kingdom at which emigration officers are 
stationed. Of these 86,642 emigrants, 36,816 were English, 7,093 
Scottish and 8.115 Irish, while 34,618 others were of foreign nationality. 
Compared with the averages in the corresponding quarters of the 
three preceding years, the proportion of emigrants in the population 
of the several parts of the United Kingdom showed a decrease of 5.3 
eo of English, 4.0 per cent. of Scottish, and 15.8 per cent. of 

rish. 

During the fourth quarter of the year the deaths of 127,746 persons 
were registered, equal to an annual rate of 14.8 per 1,000 persons living ; 
this rate was 21 per 1,000 below the average rate in the ten — 
fourth quarters. The lowest couuty death-rates last quarter were 12. 
in Sussex, 123 in Middlesex and in Northamptonshire, 12.4 in Kent. 
12.5 in Buckinghamshire, aud 12.6 in Surrey: while the highest rates 
were 16.4 in Durham, 16.6 in Lancashire and in Moumouthshire, 16.7 
in Herefordshire, and 16.8 in London. In seventy-six of the largest 
English towns, with an aggregate population of upwards of fifteen and 
a half millions, the mean rate of mortality was 15.8 per 1,000: in 141 
smaller towns with an aggregate population of about four and three- 
quarter millious, the death-rate was 13.7 per 1,000: while in the re- 
maining, and chiefly rural, parts of England and Wales the rate was 
14.2 per 1,009. In the seventy-five large provincial towns the death- 
rate averaged 15.4 per 1,000, and ranged from 7.6 in Hornsey, 8.9 in 
King’s Norton, 10.7 in Hastings, 10.9 in Grimsby, and 11.0 in Leyton 
andin Handsworth (Staffs), to 185 in Huddersfield, 18.6 in Middles- 
a in Tynemouth, 19.3 in Preston, 20.3 in Bootle, and 20.4 in 

iverpool. 

The 127,746 deaths from all causes in England and Wales last quarter 
included 8,985 which were referred to the principal infectious 
diseases; of these, 2.109 were attributed to diarrhoea, 1,876 to 
measles, 1,520 to diphtheria, 1,490 to whooping cough, 1,112 to 
scarlet fever, 874 to “tever” (principally enteric), and 4 to small-pox. 
The death-rate last quarter from these diseases in the aggregate was 
1.03 per 1,000, or 0.69 per 1,090 below the average for the bee amy rang | 
periods of the ten preceding years ; the rates of mortality from a 
these infectious diseases were below the respective averages. 

The rate of infant mortality, measured by the proportion of deaths 
among children under 1 year of age to registered births, was equal to 
120 per 1,000, aguinst an average rate of 148 in the corresponding 
quarters of the ten preceding years. In _the several counties the 
rites of infant mortality ranged from 70 in Herefordshire, 71 in 
Wiltshire, 80 in Somersetshire, 81 in Oxfordshire, 83 in Buckingham- 
shire, and 8! in Berkshire to 13+ in Northumberland, 135 in Glamorgan- 
shire, 139 in Staffordshire, 143 in Lancashire, 144 in Carnarvonshire, 
and 148in Durham. In the seventy-six large towns the mean rate 
was 134 per 1,000; in London the proportion was equal to 13l per 
1,090, while it averaged 133 in the seventy-five other_large towns, 
among which the rates ranged from 70 in Hornsey, 74 1n Bourne- 
mouth, 76 in Burton-on-Trent, 80 in 90 in Reading, and 92 
in Handsworth (Staffs) to 172in Rochdale, 174 in Blackburn, 175 in 
Middlesbrough, 177 in Burnley, 181 in Smethwick, and 215 in Hanley. 

The mortality in England and Wales during the three months 
under notice among persons aged between 1 and 60 years was equal 
to an annual rate of 7.4 per 1,000 of the population estimated to be 
living at this group of ages, and was 1.3 per 1,000 below the mean rate 
in the ten preceding fourth quarters. In the seventy-six large towns 
the death-rate at this group of ages averaged 8.3 per 1,000: in London 
this death-rate was 9.0 per 1,000, while among the seventy-five large 
provincial towns the rates ranged from 3.3 in Hornsey, 4.0 in King’s 
Norton, 5.1 in Ipswich, and 5.4 in Hastings and in Northampton, to 
10.1 in Oldham and iv Middlesbrough, 10.6 in Bury, 11.3 in Liverpool, 
and 11.7 in Bootle and in Preston. 

Among persons aged 60 years and upwards the death-rate last 
quarter was equal to 69.3 per 1,000 of the estimated population at this - 
age-period, and was 2.0 per 1.000 above the average rate. In the 
seventy-six towns the death-rate at this age-group averaged 75.0 per 

000; in London the rate was 77.5, while among the seventy-five 
large provincial towns the rates ranged from 43.8 in Grimsby, 44.9 in 
King’s Norton, 463 in Hastings, 48.1 in Leyton, £0.8 in Ipswich, and 
64.3 in Hornsey, to 87.0 in Newport (Mon.), 88.3 in Manchester, 88.9 in 
ve ig in West Hartlepool, 93.0 in Huddersfield, and 101.1 in 

ynemouth. 

The mean temperature of the air, during last quarter was below the 
average, the deticit varying from little more than half a degree in 
England North-East to more than one and a half degrees in 
England, East and South-West. The rainfall measured in Londou 
amounted to about 5in., or 71 per cent. of the average. The duration 
of bright sunshine in London during the quarter was 157 hours, being 
eleven hours in excess of the average, but only 19 per cent. of the 
possible amount. 
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NAVAL AND MILITARY APPOINTMENTS. 
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HEALTH OF ENGLISH TOWNS. 

IN seventy-six of the largest English towns, including London, 8,557 
births and 4,708 deaths were registered during the week ending 
Saturday last, February 3rd. The annual rate of mortality in these 
towns, which had been 16.7, 15.8, and 15.9 per 1,000 in the three pre- 
ceding weeks, declined again to 15.5 per 1,000 last week. The rates in 
the several towns ranged from 7.9 in Hanley, 8.0 in Willesden, 8.2 in 
Handsworth (Staffs,), 9.2 in East Ham, 9.5 in Northampton, 10.2 in 
Coventry, and 10.5 in Wallasey, to 20.7 in Oldham, 20.8 in Plymouth, 
20.9 in Stockport, 21.2 in Rhondda, 21.5 in Preston, 22.1 in West Brom- 
wich, 23.2 in Newport (Mon.), 23.3 in Grimsby, and 25.7 in Merthyr 
Tydfil. In London the rate of mortality was 14.8 per 1,000, while it 
averaged 15.8 per 1,000 in the seventy-five other large towns. The 
death-rate from the principal infectious diseases in the seventy-six 
towns was 1.2 per 1,00); in London this death-rate was equal 
to 1.1 per 1,000, while among the seventy-five other large towns the 
rates ranged upwards to 2.3 in Birmingham and in South Shields, 2.4 
in Bootle and in Halifax, 2.5 in Derby, 2.7 in Bury, 3.0 in Stockton- 
on-Tees, 3.9 in Blackburn, and 4.5 in Preston. Measles caused a 
death-rate of 1.6 in Blackburn, 1.8 in Bury, and 3.6 in Preston : scarlet 
fever of 1.2in Blackburn and 1.6 in Hanley; diphtheria of 1.0in Hull, 
1.3 in Aston Manor, 1.5 in Ipswich, 1.9 in Halifax, and 2.1 in Derby: 
and ae of 1.5 in Burnley, 1.6 in Bootle, and 2.0 in 
Stockton-on-Tees. The mortality from “fever” and from diarrhoea 
showed no marked excess in any of the seventy-six towns. One fatal 
case of small-pox was registered last week in South Shields, but not 
one in any other of the large towns, and no small-pox patients were 
under treatment during the week in the Metropolitan Asylums 
Hospitals. The number of scarlet fever patients in these hospitals. 
and in the London Fever Hospital, which had been 3,062, 3,066, and 
5 at the end of the three preceding weeks, had further declined 
to 2,912 at the end of last week ; 319 new cases were admitted during 
the week, against 257, 328, and 322 in the three preceding weeks. 


HEALTH OF SCOTCH TOWNS. 

DURING the week ending “ro last, February 3rd, 929 births and 
564 deaths were registered in eight of the principal Scotch towns. 
The annual rate of mortality in these towns, which had been 17.8, 
18.2, and 19.6 per 1,000 in the three preceding weeks, declined again 
to 16.5 per 1,000 last week, but was 1.0 per 1,000 above the mean rate 
during the same ‘period in the seventy-six large English towns. 
Among these Scotch towns the death-rates ranged trom 13.7 in 
Aberdeen and 15.9 in Glasgow to 190 in Dundee and 19.2 in Greenock. 
The death-rate from the principal infectious diseases in these towns 
averaged 1.4 per 1,000, the highest rates being recorded in Greenock 
and Perth. The 254 deaths registered in Glasgow included 12 which 
were referred to measles, 4 to whooping-cough, and 10 to diarrhoea. 
Four fatal cases of diarrhoea were recorded in Edinburgh; 3 of 
measles in Dundee; 2of measles and 2 of diphtheria in Greenock : 
and 2 of diarrhoea in Perth. 


HEALTH OF IRISH TOWNS. 

DURING the week ended Saturday, February 3rd, 634 births and 376 
deaths were registered in six of the principal Irish towns, as against 554 
births and 378 deaths in the preceding period ‘Ihe annual death-rate 
in these towns, which had been 21.0, 177, and 188 per 1.000 in the 
three preceding weeks, rose to 18.9 per 1,000 in the week under notice, 
this figure being 3 4 per 1.000 higher than the mean annual rate in the 
seventy-six English towns for the corresponding period. The figures 
ranged from 117 in Waterford and 15.1 in Cork to 244in Dublin. and 
21.6in Limerick. The zymotic death-rate in the same six Irish towns 
averaged 1.1 per 1 000, or 0.2 per 1.000 higher than during the preceding 
period, the highest figure—50—being recorded in Londonderry, 
be Cork, Limerick, and Waterford registered no deaths under this 
neading.
